Northern Pacific was caught between 
a freight car and the warehouse at 
No. 2 dock on Rices Point about 7:30 
yesterday morning and so badly in­ 
jured that he died at St. M ary’s hos­ 
pital shortly after I o’clock in the 
afternoon.

IS W ELL KNOWN IN THIS CITY. 


Cauf lit Between a Wall and Some 
Cars. His Ufe was Almost 
Crushed Out. 
Yestordav Georíte W. Bain, fore- 
mao 'OÍ bridge and build in if construc­ 
tion on the Lake Superior division 
of the Northern Pacific, met death 
near Duluth in a most tragic man­ 
ner.

Deceased, was a member of Brain* 
eni Chapter, R. A. M. and he will 
be brought to this city for burial on 
Friday. 
He bad been in the employ of the 
company going on twenty year*:

superiors as well as the men who 
worked under him. 
He leaves: a 
wife and seven children.

"George W. Bain, a foreman in the
